NEW PACKING PLANT FOR EDMONTON 


Canada Packers’ $1,000,000.00 Plant Officially Opened 


The new million dollar pack 
ing house, erected last Summer 
in Edmonton by Canada Pack- 
ere Ltd., wus officially opened 
on Wednesday, Nov. 4, by 
Mayor Jos. A. Clark, K.C., in 
the presence ef over 500 invited 
guests, including members of 
the Alberta Cabinet, Deputy 
Ministers, civic officials, heads 
of most of the livestock organi- 
zations of Alberta and represen 
tatives of the Wholesale and 
Retail meat trade and other 
distinguished visitors. 

Speakers at the orening cere- 
mony, which was staged in the 
enclosed loading platform of 
the Plant, were Premier Wil- 
liam Aberhart; R. A. Wright, 
President of Western Canada 
Livestock Union: Hon Senator 
Arthur Meighen, and J, S, Mce- 
Lean, President of Canada 
Packers Ltd. 

The Plant is an outstanding 
example of what can be done 
in an industrial building to 
combine pleasing appearances 
with utility and efficiency. It is 
equipped with the most modern 
machinery and will have a kill- 
ing capacity of 4,500 hogs week- 
ly, besides cattle, sheep and 
lambs, 

All speakers at the official 
opening ceremonies congratul- 
ated Canada Packers upon their 
wisdom in establishing so tine 
a packing plant in Alberta. Mr. 
McLean stated it as his convic- 
tion that Alberta which already 
stands second in hog production 
amongst the provinces of the 
Dominion, will within a short 
time stand first. “When this 
expectation is realized’’ he said, 
“all the packing house facilities 
in Edmonton, including Canada 
Packers’, will be less than suffi- 
cient to handle the hogs.”

Calgary, Nov 9 —Oomplai ut 
about short weights and non- 
payment for wheat being pur- 
chased by unlicensed purchased 
by dealers through Alberta 
have been received at the offices 
of the board of grain commis- 
sioners here and prosecutions 
will follow, W. H. Blatchford 
stated today upun his return 
from atrip through the nor- 
thren section of the province. 

At Didsbury, Mr. Blatekford 
said an unlicensed buyer has 
been operating and several far- 
mers had complained of non- 
payment following delivery, At 
Leduc some buyers purchasing 
grain from the farm and truck- 
ing into town are ‘reported to 
be “chiseling’”’ on weigets. 

One farmer complained a 
load of 125 bushels had returned 
him only the price of 115 bus.; 
another in the same district 
stated he had been  ‘short- 
changed” as high as 20 bus, on 
a truckload and other com- 
plaints were along similar lines, 

The major difficulty, Mr. 
Batchford ststes, is on the part 
of the farmers themselves in 
selling to men not licensed by 
the board and consequently 
not bonded. 

The Grain Act specifies that 
all buyers must be licensed and 
bonded, the assistant commis- 
sioner said, and that farmers 
selling grain to other that rec 
ognsed sources should be care- 
ful in that regard, 

In any event precaution 
should be taken in the event of 
sale to unknown truckers, to be 
sure and have some reliable 
person in town verify delivery 
weights.

, Homework bine How Much? ‘i 


The present trend towards the reduction and perhaps ultimately the 
elimination of departmental, or external examinations for students in public 
and high schools is a step in the right direction, if for no other reason than 
that it should result as its corollary, in the reduction in the amount of home- 
work demanded of pupils and especially those in their early ‘teens. | 

Reports on the subject presented at the recent annual convention of | 
the Canadian Education Association in Regina by a committee set up to! 
study the subject of examinations in schools showed that the three prairie) 
provinces, in confining departmental examinations to grade 11 and 12 stud- 
ents, that is, in the last two years of high school, are in the van of the 
movement to curtail the evils resulting from the rigidity which such a sys- 
tem necessarily entails. 

It is not difficult to divine that the curtailment of the external examina- 
tion system will result in more moderate assignment of homework in the 
public schools and at least in the first two grades in high school. It has! 
already done so to some extent, but even yet there is good reason to be- 
lieve that in very many classrooms, both rural and urban, too much is 
expected from children after school hours. 

And this is particularly the case where children in the last two grades 
of public school and the first two grades of high school are involved. Chil- | 
dren of these ages have reached a critical, physical formative period and| 
during these years are laying a health foundation which will serve them} 
good or ill in adult years. During this adolescent period, while mental de- | 
velopment must not, of course, be neglected, physical development should | 
not be cramped by eliminating much needed opportunities for recreation | 
and health-giving physical activity. 

With the incentive of the teacher to pile up homework for the students | 
removed by the abolition of departmental examinations in the particular | 
grades referred to, there is no longer any reason why children should be| 
over-burdened, to the possible detriment of health. 

This was recognized by the school medical officer of the London (Eng- 
land} County. Council in 1929 when he wrote in his report: 

“It is clear that school authorities who take it upon themselves to set 
work which is not done under their immediate supervision take upon them-| 
selves a very heavy responsibility, It is their duty to consider the result | 
not merely upon scholastic advancement but upon health and physique in

In a handbook for one-teacher elementary schools the State Department 
of Public Instruction of Pennsylvania decrees: | 

“In primary grades home study should not be necessary. After the 
child has acquired the art of reading he should be permitted his own choice 
to take books home and return them as he chooses to do. _If any home 
study is assigned in the intermediate grades it ought to be very limited. 
It should deal with such informational subjects as history and geography, | 
and the pupil should not be held responsible the next day for having done 
a definite amount of work. He should be urged to read in these branches.” 

Discussing the same subject in a recent issue of Hygeia, under the cap- 
tion, “Homework—-The Big, Bad Wolf Of Education”, J. F. Rogers made 
the following suggestions: 

“Only work that can be done without help of parents should be 
assigned; home study should be made a privilege; it should not be too diffi- 
cult; assignments should be made according to capacity and individual needs 
and-for variety in subsequent class work; home reading should be) 
encouraged; homework should never be assigned as a punishment. 

“In brief one may expect and must expect either injury to health or 
the exhibition of self-protective traits if the homework is either excessive 
or unsuitable, and there goes along with these results a waste of time 
which might be spent more educationally.”

Was Used As Food By North Ameri- 
ean Indians In Early Days 

The sunflower, which is cultivated 

in Canada mainly for feed for birds 

and poultry, for ensilage as. cattle 

feed, and as an ornamental plant, is 

generally recognized as indigenous to 


seeds being eaten raw, or pounded 
and mixed with other seeds into flat 
cakes which were dried in the sun. 
In 1615 Champlain found the Indians 
in the vicinity of Georgian Bay cul- 
tivating the sunflower. The oil whi¢h 
they obtained from the seeds was 
used for their hair.
